ANIMAL MOTHERS. 


Tbo Queer Ways In Which They Take 


Core of Their Young. 


ll dumb animal and insect mothers 


KIVO certain ways of taking care of their 
iabie3, as well as our mothers do of us, 
oud some of their waya are very queer. 


At my grandmother's there was an 


)lii cat that had five kittens, which she 
;ept in the hay in the barn. One day 
me of the kittens went. out on a large 
>eam that extended from one end of the 
jam to the other, and when ho reached 
ho middle of it he began to be afraid 
and sat down ou the beam, mewing 
liteously. He was so far away from me 
hat I could not reach him, and I did nob 
mow how to get him down. Just then 
ho mother cat came up and purred and 
mewed to him, telling him to wait nu- 
il she. came. She then went out to 
where he was, and, as the beam was a 
iroad one, she went before him, picked 
im up in her mouth and carried him 
iacli into the hay out of danger. 


Ono day I waa up in the attic, and I 


oftud on the ceiling a paper wasp's 
nsst. I took it off and found that it was 
empty. Thero wero also several mud 
vaaps' nests, :uid upon opening some of 
;hem I found tho grubs in one part of 
;he nest and the food, which was noth- 
np but little worms and insects paok- 
id together, in another part. I brought 
;ho paper wasp's nest to my city home, 
rat not tho mud nests. 


J'f' turtles do not take much care of 
ii1 !:.'.Mes. They scoop a place in tho 


sand and hiy their eggs and theu cover 
,hem up. The heat of the sun hatches 
;hem, imd tho young turtles havo to 
take cnro of themselves. 


Frogs lay their eggs in some warm 


place iu-tho v.'alor and fasten them to 
'cods, cattails or somo such plant, and 
;ho warmth of the sun hatches them. 
Tho cgga tiro in a cluster, arid each.one, 
which looks like white jelly, is about 
;he size of a small pea and lias a little 
round black spot in tho center. I found 
some once and put them in a large glass 
ar with water in it and set it in a 
warm place. After several clays each of 
;ho little spots had a tail, and the jelly- 
iko substance, that hud been around the 
)lack spots to keep them from injury 
jcgan to disappear. I fonmi that they 
lad hatched and wero pollywogs. They 
;rew very fast, but never lived to change 
nto frogs, nsthoy died before Iliey were 
jalf grown. 


The potato bug lays its cgga on tho 


underside of a potato leaf, aiid when 
:ho young are hutched they huvo ttio 
leaves to cat, and the mother does not 
save to take oaro of them. Tho cggunro 
uiiill and of a bright yellow color. I 
iavo seen a great uiiiuy of them oa one 
leaf. 


Near my grandfather's thero is it 


crook, with willows growing on thn 
edge of it. One day I saw tsvo kiogilsh- 
irs on H limb of one of tho trees and the 
ijothor bird sitting liy tho suioof them, 
sho was looking steadily into tho. \vater. 
Suddenly sho darted down into tho 
water and in a minute came up with n 
fish. Sho took it to tho little birds, and 
after this she dived several times, as 
though showing them how tocntch fish. 


The crabs havo their homos under 


large stones. This is tho way I found 
out: I once lifted a large stone, and aft- 
er tho water had become clear I looked 
for a crab. I did not see any, bnt dis- 
covered ii hoki that seemed to go under 
Rome smaller stones. I took up tho small- 
er Kt'oucs, but the hole seemed to go still 
farther. Aa 1 was looking into it I saw 
a bis crab corns cut, followed by two 
smailoi' cue-:. Then I know that this is 
tho way they live.—Philadelphia Times.

It would double the obligations 
of bonds and till other contracts for 
tha payment of money, whioti now ag- 
gregate in the oivUizad world the enoi1- 
.nous gum of oua hundred thousand 
millions of dollars, and thorsby umk« 
the rich richer and the poor poorer, and 
impoverish the massas fw the bandit 
ol the favored few. We nro, therefore, 
ia favor of the free aud unlimited coin- 
age of both gold and silver upon the 
basis now provided by law." 


That was .Republicanism, that was 


Itigalowism in 188C, aud the experience 
of tho last ten years proves thai it wus 
rfcbt then, aud thut it in right new, 
though Judge Bigelow aud tho Ilepub- 
liuiiii loaders of this Stato, since they 
woru hypnotized by Mr. Haiina hist 
Jane are now opposed to freo coinage.

bench as District and Supreme Jijcltif-, 
never intimated thut, he did not believ.- 
what he approved iu 1886 and rautilraii!,: 
in I8i)0, until after the gold syndicate 
issued its manifesto at St. Louis last 
June, when, like Podsnap, with one 
wave of the hand, he brushed aside all 
his former opinions and declared in ef- 
fect that if be is right now he was rad- 
ically wrong in all those years in which 
he ;was solemnly und publicly declar- 
ing that the adoption of the gold stand- 
ard was a crime against civilization, 
and doubled the obligations of the 
creditor class.

'Fallacies. 


EDITOR JOUBNAL—A reader oi' the 


article over the signature of JucigB E. 
R. Bigelow, published iu u recent issue 
of the Eeuo Evening Gazette, will be sur- 
prised al the attempt of 
this dis- 


tinguished jurist to convince the peo- 
ple of this State that the free coinage 
of silver would not benefit them. That 
any person who has lived ^so long a 
time in Nevada, knows her history so 
well, haa seen the decadence of in- 
dustry within her borders follow the 
closing of silver mines, should doubt 
that •prosperity would return with 
legislation that would veopen those 
mines, is a matter of surprise to oven 
the average voter. He insists that free 
coinage will not benefit this State, un- 
less it would add to the value of silver, 
"Not its value in name alone, but its 
real value, so that an ounce of it will 
buy more than it will now." 
What 


kind of silver does the 
gentleman 


mean? Coined silver, under present 
laws and conditions, will purchase just 
as much of all commodities as coined 
gold. Coined silver now ia legal tender. 
What reason, then, is there for assert- 
ing that by increasing the me of tbe 
metal by a coinage law would not in- 
creasa its value. Why should Judge 
Bigelow overlook the fact in answering 
his question that the value of all "com- 
modities" (gold and silver included) 
depends, to a great extent, upon the 
use to which they are adapted ? Why 
should ho furget that thu value of all 
"corntuo'Jilios" (gold and silver in- 
cluded) cau be impaired or even des 
troyed by legislation limiting the use 
thereof ? 
What does he mean by 


"value ?" 
Does ho pretend that the 


limitation of the amount of silver, 
coined and used as money, sustains 
the valuo thereof ? Has he not over 
looked tbe fact that the so-called "com' 
mercial" value of silver was affected by 
the laws closing our mints to the un 
limited use of silver? Does he not know 
ttiat the "commercial" value of silver 
remains about the ssime that it was 
prior to 1873 whtm measured by bread, 
meat and clothing? Does he not believe 
that tho law limiting the use of silver 
as a money metal, has to that extent, 
destroyed its commercial value ? Does 
he not believe that legislation discrim- 
inating against silver has depreciated 
the commercial value of silver only 
when measured by gold ? The writer 
of this was taught that tho value of all 
things depend upou tbe use for which 
they are adapted. Silver and gold, be- 
cause of certain peculiarities and their 
limited quantity, havo been used from 
time immemorial as money—the meas- 
ure of value—and to a limited extent 
in the arts. Congress has said that tbe 
greater use of silver—its use as a 
money metal—shall not be enjoyed. 
Will anyone pretend that if Congress 
should enaot, as it did iu the act de- 
monetizing silver, that no wheat should 
be made into flour, that such act 
would not effect tba value of every 
bushel of wheat produced? Then why 
this cry of "cheap money" and "dis- 
honest money?" 


I apprehend (hat tba people of this 


State have nothing to fear from the in- 
flux of Moxieiiu or 
English 
silver; 


neither do they fear that the East 
Indian is going to melt down bia idol 
:md bring it over to Oarsou and coin it 
into American dollars. But what if he 
does, what injury will the .silver miner 
of Nevada sustain ? 
Again, the dis- 


tinguished gentleman fears that the 
parity between gold and silver will be 
disturbed by legislation having for its 
object the opening of our mines. My 
dear sir, that parity hag been dis- 
turbed. 
It was disturbed by legisla- 


tion passed in 1873—legislation that 
you insist must be maintained by the 
election of 
Major 
McKinley. 
The 


parity waa almost destroyed by legisla- 
tion against silver, and we insist that 
the demands of civilization require 
that the parity be restored by legisla- 
tion making them equal at the old 
ratio under the law. 


Again, Judge Bigelow says: 
"There 


will then be no promise, as now, to 
maintain the parity between our silver 
dollar and gold, and it is perfectly 
clear that it will not be worth a gold 
dollar, nnlesss the bullion it contains 
is worth that amount." Permit tbe 
writer to ask who gave the "promise"to 
maintain the parity, and how has that 
promise been kept V Is is not a fact 
that every 
effort 'aaa been made,

promises of returning prosperity if the 
purchasing clause oi the Sherman act 
was repealed ? 
Who favored the is- 


suance of gold bonds in time of peace? 
Who favor additions to the volume of 
oar currency in order that it may be 
sufficient to carry our trade and com- 
merce by and through toll paid to 
private corporations? 
I insist that 


every single act of the Republican 
party since the silver question beaqme 
Important has tended to destroy the 
parity between gold and silver, and 
that every act of- that party waa de- 
liberately planned for that purpose.

The grist mills can turn out 
flour to their full capacity, and the 
value of the flour will depend upon 
the ability of the consumer to demand 
and the value of the wheat in the hands 
of the farmer is fixed. The mints can- 
not coin silver into dollars, and the 
holder of silver bullion sees the value 
of the same destroyed by destroying its 
use. Close the grist mills against 
wheat and the farmer will see the value 
of his wheat destroyed. Hence, I in- 
sist that the value of silver bullion 
would be enhanced because of increased 
use, end that coinage lows do affect tho 
value of both gold and silrer. 
I ap- 


prehend, that if the great nations of 
the. earth were to close thoir miits 
against gold, that tho eamn disturb- 
ance in the valuo of that metal would 
be seen, that we have seen m the value 
of silver. 
I admit the probability of a 


panic iu the event of the election of 
Bryan, as suggested by Judge "bigelow, 
but why did ho not give to his readers 
the reasons upon which that proba- 
bility exists. 
Why did bo not tell the 


people that the amount of gold cuiu in 
existence was too small with which to 
transact tho commerce of the world; 
that under our system of making all 
bonds and obligations, with interest, 
payable in gold ooin, we have created 
an extraordinary and nnusnal demand 
for that metal; that the scarcity of gold 
when compared with this unusual and 
unnatural demand, has enabled a few 
to control and corner it, and this made 
it not only possible but probable, that 
a favored few will create a panic, ruin 
and destroy aot only industries, but 
lives and home, that they may profit. 
It is a shame upou this nation th..t 
such a condition exists, un it was H 
shciine that human slavery was san- 
ctioned by tha constitution mid the 
low. 
Does anyone uow regret the 


blood and treasure it cost the nation 
to destroy slavery ? Shall we feat the 
result of a temporary disturbance of 
our business, that was made possible 
by what was characterized as crime, 
when we know that we are emanci- 
pating, not only the industry of the 
country, but the race from the domina- 
tion of a few. 
Pauperize the masses 


and you make them surfs; place the 
control of our financial policy 
iu 


private persons and corporations, and 
they own, not only the country, but its 
people, 
I make the above deductions 


from statistics, and Dot upon wild as- 
sertion. 


In 1895, the total debt, public and 


private, was twenty and a quarter 
(201-4) billion 
dollars; 
the 
total 


wealth of tha country was sixty-five 
(65) billion dollars; or, in other words, 
it would require nearly one-third of'all 
tho property in the country to pay its 
indebtedness. 
The 
interest charge 


upon this indebtednesss is annually 
one and one-sixth (11-6) billion dollars 
the total circulation of money of all 
kinds, in this country in July, 1895, ao- 
ceediug to the estimates made by the 
Treasury Department, was only a little 
more than seven hundred and seventy 
(770) million dollars, or less than one- 
half due that year for interest upon in- 
debtedness; and when we stop to con- 
sider the policy of 
our executive 


officers, in the administration of our 
finances, it is not a surprise that wheat, 
cotton, wool, silver bullion, and other 
commodities, are so cheap when com- 
pared with the banker's "honest" dol- 
lar.

all over tho world today, thatthere eve 
co-aid have been u time when there wor 
no postoCices, no letter carrier, no ma 
facilities at all. 


But, of course, there had to be spm 


moans of communication even in th 
earliest uges, though these wore confine 
for centuries to emperors and kings an 
other groat rulers. 
The emperors o 


Egypt, of Persia, of Assyria and o 
Rome held many lesser kings and satrap 
ns their vassals. With these it was neo 
essary to communicate with certaint; 
anil regularity, and therefore courier 
were employed to carry dispatches an 
reports to and from the more distan 
provinces. 


Of course no one man or one hors 


could traverse the whole route, so sta 
ticr.rj were established along the roac 
lit certain intervals, where couriers wer 
ivl-.Ti'.ys in readiness to relieve weary 
brothers, and carry on tho dispatch' 
\-ith uniform speed. These station 
v/r-ro called "posts," from the Lati 
w..>rj positum—fixed or placed—whenc 
cumui tho name of our modern posta 
system.

references to the posts. In II Chronicle 
you will find, "So tho posts went wit 
the letters," and "So the posts passe 
from city to city." In Esther also an

din iu.vil co:ich. What this meant to our 
fcithurto shot in ancestors it is hard fo 
vis of tho present day to realize even 
faintly. But it is safe to Bay that th 
evolution of the public post and th 
mail couch did more than any other on 
thing to hasten civilization. 


In tho reigu of the Emperor Freder 


iek III, Francis von Laxis, whose grand 
fuihor is said to.have established a post 
al servico across tho Tyrol and Styria 
entered the service of the house of Haps 
burg and became the founder of th 
modern postal system. Through Von 
La.-:ia tho emperor established regula 
posta throughout his kingdom between 
tho years 1440 and 1493, and at the be 
ginning of tho sixteenth century thi 
Austrian post became tho Internationa 
post of the Hapsburg dynasty. 


In Franco tho University of Paris or 


ganized a postal servico in tho thirteentl 
century which flourished until 1719. In 
some parts of Europe there were brother 
hoods and mercantile guilds which os 
tablished posts and postofflces subjec 
to the government. 


In England, in 1658, Rowland Hil 


started a private post, but Cromwell's 
heavy hand came down on the cuter 
prise, ami the men who carried the le 
tcrs wore trampled down and killed by 
his soldiers. Later on Mr. Hill cume to 
tho front again, instituted many re 
forms in tho servico, and at last gave to 
England a real and effective postal serv- 
ice, tiouis XI of Francs founded u posta! 
system in 1464, which wag greatly im 
proved by Charles IX in 1565. 


But it was not alono the Christian 


nations that felt tho need of a posta 
service. When the Spaniards invadec 
South America, they found a regular 
system of posts in operation, so that the 
news of their lauding was carried to tho 
iuca with incredible swiftness, the post- 
men being runners, who carried nronnc 
their waists knotted cords, u code of sig 
nals or sign writing. 


Coming down to our own country, 


snpposo wo take a peep at the uiaii 
methods in voguo in its earlier days. 
Let us take ns n type tho postal service 
between Boston and New York, where, 
in 1702, a post was established "to goo 
monthly. " Post riders, starting at the 
sarao hour from each end of tho route, 
carried tho mails. Leaving on Monday 
morning, they met and exchanged bags 
at Saybrook, Conn., on tho following 
Saturday. Then uach man returned to 
his starting point, which, of course, 
took nearly another week. 


It was Benjamin Franklin that, in 


177fi, suggested the plan for a postal 
service on which our preseut system is 
founded, la the early days of this sys- 
tem t'iites \VITO charged that B«oni out- 
rageous to u.s of the present day—be- 
tween Boston and New 
York, 1-8^- 


cents, cud 135 cents.for" points "beyond. 
Of course this led to swindling tha gov- 
ernment and tho smuggling of k'ttcrs. 
Private parties carried" mail secretly at 
lower rates, and in JS30 Hnrudeu's ox-, 
press entered the Bold, cariyiug letters 
concealed in bundles and other packages 
at less than legal rales. 


But na soon as the government low- 


ered its charges ail these smugglers 
dropped out of the race. There was uo 
money in it then.—Philadelphia Times.

There is something attractive about 


railroad life to the man who once en- 
ters it. The railroad companies rarely 
give up a reliable, faithful man. He 
may become maimed and unfit for the 
most remunerative positions and bo 
forced to accept some humbler placa 
with a smaller salary attached to it, 
bnt it is an unwritten law with most of 
the great railroad companies that the 
man who is injured in their servico 
shall be placed in some position where 
he may obtain his livelihood. 


Thus it may f happen that when you 


fall in conversation with the man who 
occupies u humble switchhouse or a 
flagman's shanty yon are talking with 
one who has bad bis shore of excitement 
and been through experiences that 
would make the hair of the average man 
stand upon end. A reporter met a 
switchman the other day the pathos of 
whoso life was expressed in the wooden 
leg which he used, and as the Empire 
dashed by he looked up and said: 


"Yes, I like railroading. I have been 


in the business all my life and expect to 
spend the rest of my days ovci 'ibs Tails, 
but I am quite content to remain here 
in my little cottage and tend to my flag- 
ging rather than have tho position.of 
the man who holds the throttle on that 
big engine which just whizzed by here. 
You may think it a snap to sit there 
and ride over the country at the rate of 
a mile a minute, but I tell yon tho man 
carries a load of responsibility on his 
shoulders which T would not wanton 
mine and which the average man knows 
very little about. I know something of 
it, for I was fireman some years ago on 
one of the fast engines and lost my leg 
in an accident between here and Al- 
bany. But if I had come out of that ac- 
cident as sound as you are I never 
should have been able to hold my nerve 
for any more fast trips. That finished 
me for that work.'' 


"Then if a rrmu has boon hurt in a 


railroad accident it makes him scary 
of that kind of work, does it?" asked 
the reporter. 


"You bet it does," answered the 


switchman with emphasis, "and don't 
let anyone fool you that it docsu't. The 
man who vras running that engine the 
day I was hurt escaped with hardly a 
scratch, but he never could keep his 
tinio- up tho way he did before that and 
finally was put on ;i freight engine, 
wbare tho running was a great deal 
slower. 


"I lihall never forget tho way ho look- 


ed the afternoon the smash up occurred 
Just before (he crash came I looked u 
him. 
We were rounding ;; curve dow

"As he spoke I looked through thi

The 
engineer was doing his duty. I knev 
that. He was'reversing 1 bo lever, ispply 
iog the brakes anil doing his best ti 
avert what ho knew was inevitable, bu 
I had nothing to do, and it seemed as i: 
everything in my Jife was before me ii 
those few seconds. I felt absolutely sure 
I was going to die. Strange as it, ma; 
seem, the thought did not seem horribl 
to me. A whole lot of the slang say- 
ings, such as, 'Yon aro learning to firo 
here in this world so as to be preparet 
for the next,' and ' You won't mind 
hot job over there,' and a iron:her o: 
those stale things which a fireman haa 
to take, earns into rny head, and even 
in that awful position'it occurred to rne 
in a humorous sort of way that I hae 
made a good start here below, or here 
above, as I might say. The next mo- 
ment I was thinking of my wife anc 
children—yea, and of mother, too, who 
had been dead n number of years. A 
man always thinks of his mother at snoh 
a time. But I don't think I had a par- 
tioJe of fear of death. The last thing 
that was on ray inind was the question, 
Who was to blanio for the accident? 
And that is the last I remember. 


"When I came to my senses, I was 


in u hospital and was minus a leg. 
Since then I have been constantly cm- 
ployed one way and another by the rail- 
road company, but I never see one of 
the fast trains go by without thinking 
of that wreck The engineer miraculous- 
ly escaped with scarcely a bruise, but it 
finished him for that kind of work. Ho 
was nlwiiya seeing engines ahead of him 
after that, and I have heard that more 
than oncn he has slowed np his train in 
order not to collide with an imaginary 
engine, which I have no doubt was as 
real 'to Iiim'as it was on the afternoon 
the \vreck I .speak of occurred. As I said 
before, ho was transferred to a freight 
engine, bnt even there he was timid 
and finally left the road altogether.
